1 . At approximately 1117 houra on 9th September 1966, I was in the Pilot’s 
Control Tower for runway 12 on the northwest approach to EVETTS FIELD. A 
Jindivik Crew Training Sortie waa in progress. 

2. On completion of the third overshoot I swung the binoculars around to 
establish oontaot with the Jindivik which was south of EVETTS at that time. 

3. While searching for the Jindivik I observed what appeared to be an 
aircraft of the high wing monoplane type, substantially white in colour with 
some red or orange markings, flying at an estimated height of 3 -400 feet 
above ground level. The aircraft was sufficiently low to have its image 
distorted by heat haze which is always magnified when viewed through binoculars. 

4 . The aircraft appeared to be about 4-6 miles range, approximately 

south-south-west of the field and was travelling approximately north west at 
the time of sighting. * 

3* Because of the construction, colour and speed, I immediately assiuned 

the aircraft to be a No 1 Air Trials Unit Otter and reported the aircraft as 
such. 

6 . I did not track this aircraft for more than ten seconds as the Jindivik 
required my attention. Three or four minutes later I again looked for this 
aircraft without success. 

7 . Plying Officer LEEAY-MEYEE was with me during this incident and he 
confirms the details of this statement.

I suggest a reply along the following lines 

"It Is probable that the object sighted was a 
meteor of the larger variety, possibly approaching the fire- 
ball class. The familiar "falling star" is also a meteor 
but in this case the size is so small (about one grain of 
sand) that the visible trail produced as it heats up in the 
atmosphere is not very bright. Larger pieces also enter the 
atmosphere but at less frequent intervals. 



In areas remote from city li^ts, reports of 
larger meteors are more common. We frequently receive reports 
in and around the Woomera area for example. The flash and sub- 
sequent sound of the explosion are typical of the larger 
meteor and this prompts me to suggest that this is the 
phenomenon you observed".

description of the glow effects and speed is remarkably similar to 
reports on objects sighted in recent months here at Woomera. The 
apparent slow speed - much slower than normal meteors - could be explained 
by the aspect of the trajectory from your viewing point. In other woa?ds, 
the object may have been approaching almost directly towards you and the 
angular speed was therefore low. 



It is appreciated that there is much which remains to be 



explained on the matter of natural objects and their approach through 
the earth's atmosphere. Thus the opinion expressed above is not 
necessarily correct. However, Ithink you may take it as highly likely 
that the object was not man-made.

In the ^uly 22nd, 1959 issue of the Baltimore Evening Sxm 
the following appeared: 

"FLYING OBJECT SPOTTED OVER ROCKET RANGE

Adelaide. Australia, July 22 (Reuters)- An Unidentified flying 
object, looking like a bright white badminton bird, was sighted 
over the Woomera rocket range in southern Australia Monday 
night, range authorities said today. 

The object, sighted by trained staff, was traveling south. 

It was not associated with any range firing, the authorities said. 

Sightings of unidentified flying objects were reported at various 
other places in Australia the same night." 

I thought that you would be interested to know that we saw an 
identical object-if not the same- at 7«04 PM the night of 
January 29 in the Pacific Ocean off Panama. There were eleven of 
us, including two crew, in the Pescadora on a fishing trip out 
from Balboa in the Canal Zone. We anchored back of Pescadora 
Island, one of the Las Perlas group for the night, which is 
situated about 75 kilometers south east of Panama. It was a black 
night and one of the passengers said "look at the jet plane". We 
all looked and realized that it was not a plane because there was 
no noise and it was white with a stubby tail, the latter being 
about as long as the body of the object. We were facing north 
west so the object came from the south west and was traveling to 
the horth east about 30 degrees above the horizon. We watched it 
for about 20 seconds and then reported it by ship-to-shore liadio 
to the Information Center at Wuarry Heights in the Canal Zone. 

When we returned on Sunday we were advised that a number of people 
had seen the object in the Canal Zone and it had been written up 
in the local newspaper. Due to information restrictions in the 
Canal Zone we could obtain no fiarther information. However, in your 
official capacity, it may be that you can get this information 
from the Information Center which is located as designated 
"Quarry Heights, Canal Zone."

Incidentally, the object appeared to be self-propelled at a 
constant speed. 'It is difficult to say how large it was for 
obvious reasons, however it was white like a star, the body 
appeared to be bullet shaped and it had a stubby \idiite tail 
about the length of the body.

3, The firs four named above were at the Woomera West 
Theatre when Sgt .Phillips* sighted the bright object in the sky. He 
drew the attention of W/0 Hanley to it and he in turn nudged W/0 
Walker. In the meantime Phillips had informed Ager and all four were 
able to see the phenomenon before it was obscured by the projector 
tower after it had traversed the «ky from a line to the right of the 
screen. This shows that the object was visible for several seconds 
as it traversed the sky on an even keel parallel with the earth.

4, Mrs. Dean was standing with her five-year-old son at the 
corner of the Junior Ranks Club on Central Avenue when the child 
drew her attention to a light. She thought he pointed to a motorcar 
light on the road near Woomera West in the distance but the boy 
corrected her and she saw the bright object as it travelled well above 
the horizon until it left her view over the horizon past the Phillips 
Ponds. Mrs.Dean stated that the time was about 2100 hours.

5, In each of these cases the persons concerned were quite 
sober and of responsible type therefore, no doubt exists regarding 
what they saw. This is further borne out by reports from other

I WHS one of a party of four D.l.D. personnel «ho 
attended the Woomera West Open Air Theatre on Saturday, 27th 
Septex<ber. The others were Sgt/lifaJ .Walker and two others. 

I have Just arrived Tip here myself. Sgt/teaJ. Walker will give 

the other names. 

Some time after the show started Sgt .Phillips, that's 
his name, nudged »e on the arm and said "Look at this". I 
looked from my position on the left of the Projector towards the 
right of the screen and in the sky, well above the level of the 
fence round the theatre, I saw an illuminated object shaped like 
a cigar with a spurting light at the rear travelling from West 
to East in a horizontal way. It was travelling in an even keel 
and was observed until it was out of sight. As I saw the thing 
I then nudged W/0 Walker and remarked "Look at this" at the same 
time pointing in the direction of the object. I would say that 
the object was visible to me for about five seconds.' I did not 
hear any noise as the picture show may have drowned any.

1 was with W/0 Hanleyy Sgt .Phillips and Wr.Ager at the 
Woonera West Open Air Theatre on Saturday* 28th September. 

At between 2045 and 2100 hours w/0 Hanley nudged my arm 
and said "Look at the rocket" • I looked directly right from my 
seat on the left front of the projector and saw the object and 
said "That is not a rocket". It was cigar shaped tapering off 
towards the back. It was lit up like a neon light with a haze 
aroimd it . The colouring was i^itiah and the exhausts or flames 
at the back were' yellowish or cream. I have no idea of the heigl t 
but its size to me looked eighteen inches to two feet but co<»paring 
it with an aeroplane the size and height would be about the sa«"e 
as aircraft I have seen. Fro» my position 1 would say the angle 
was 40 to 45 degrees. From the time I first saw the object until 
it went out of my sight I would say the time elapsed would be three 
seconds. 



I have observed fast aircraft, meteorites and shooting 
stars.

I accompanied W/0 Hanley, Walker and Mr.Ager to the 
Woomera West Open Air Theatre on Saturday, 27th September, 1952. 

At about 2050 hours we were seated on the left side 
of the theatre facing the screen and about third of the distance 
from the screen. lly attention was drawn to a movement in the 
sky over the right hand corner of the theatre fence. I observed 
a cylindrical shaped object with what appeared to be two port 
holes with internal lighting. The whole had a lightish grey 
colour, the size appeared to the eye to be four to five feet. 

A Lincoln travelling at night at the same angle**looks much bigger. 
It was moving on an even keel, horizontally fYom north-west to 
south-west, and at a height of about the height of the theatre 
fence doubled. 

The object had moved so»-e distance before I nudged W/0 
Hanley. I said "Do you see that", and pointed. I turned right 
and remarked to Mr.Ager, "See that". 

The object was travelling fast - faster than any jet 
aircraft I have seen. It is difficult to estimate the speed 
especially at night. 

I am not prepared to say whether this object was an 
earthly object, but it was a fuselage of some kind.

" FLYINQ SAUCER’* . ALLEGED OBSERVATION OF 

This officer reports on continued investigation of 
unusual object observed in the sky by Peace Officer First Class 
Newell O.M. on 29th April, 1952 (See Appendix ’’A**). 

2. Several bus drivers were interviewed before the reporting 
officer identified the other witnessing person as Mr.Norman Henry 
GREGORY, Driver, Department of Works & Housing, Koolymilka, Pass No. 
6147. He stated that he was at Woon<era West Siding on the »«orning 
of 28th April and whilst awaiting arrival of the Budd Car sat in a 
Vanguard with Vr.W.H.Tonlinson. He said a Peace Officer was also 
in the vicinity. About three-quarters hour prior to the arrival of 
the Budd Car he observed an exceedingly bright object passing along 
the sky fro?" South-east to West. He said he had never seen anything 
like this object before and compared it with a verey-light but ruled 
that such could not be the ease because of its great height, distance 
of travel and the speed which was faster but not nearly as fast as 
the usual shooting star. Remarks were passed between Tomlinson, 
possibly the Peace Officer and hifnself whilst the object was in flight. 

3. tfr.Willian TOlfLINSON, employed by WILCKBNS and BURNSIDE, 
Woo«"era, Pass No. 4870, has been interviewed. He corroborates the 
lnfor>Kation of P.0.1 Newell and ifr .Gregory. He stated that he looked 
through the windscreen of his car and observed the object travel 
horizontally across the sky from approximately South to West. It 
headed slowly towards earth. It was much larger than anything he had 
ever seen in the sky but did not move so fast as a falling star. It 
was not nearly so far off yet, probably, could have fallen to earth 
outside Australia. Asked by this officer If Mr .Tomlinson thought 
the object could have been manufactured on earth he said "Definitely 
not”. 

4. Mr .George Trefrey, Meteorlogical Officer was Interviewed and 
the facts as obtained given with a request for observation on the subject 
Mr .Trefrey intimated that it was a peculiar thing that no Met. people 
ever observe "flying saucers”. He checked his records and found that 
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there was some light cloud known as Stratus-Cumulus at about 
2500-3000 feet -ovlng at about 18 knots* There was a new woon 
which would be high in the sky at about 0330 hours, 28th April, 

He was sceptical of the phenowenon observed and put forward a 
possible answer saying that under circumstances with cloud similar 
to that on the occasion the powox...ul headlights of a moving car could 
be reflected in the cloud, 

5-. P.0.1 Newell was interviewed regarding the possibility of 

the object being a reflection of car lights turning a corner. He 
is definite that the object was in the sky because he saw It pass 
behind the cloud as well as In the clear starry sky. 



6, In conclusion this officer is satisfied an object, most 

likely a meteor, was definitely observed by the three persons 
Hawaii, Gregory and Tomlinson and, although the time differs, is 
similar to an object observed by a milkman in an Adelaide suburb 
on the same morning.

Sir, 



In reference to the abova subject, I wish to report 
that at a^roxif-at ely 0345 hours on the «orning of Monday 28th 
April, 1952, while waiting at Woomera West for the arrival of 
the BUDD car, I saw a very bright light the sky. It was 
approximately 45 degrees above the horizon, in a South Easterly 
direction from ^y position when I first noticed it, and moving 
in a West North Westerly direction, keeping parallel to the 
ground. The sky was overcast and it had been raining earlier in 
the mornihg, but the light lit up the clouds, like that of a 
fjill moon, also the countryside was reflected by its brilliance. 
The light was visible through breaks in the clouds several times, 
and was the same color as a Meteor, and appeared to be the sise 
Oi 1/3 of a full moon, and it was a good 15 seconds from the time 
I first noticed it until it disappeared in the distance. 

Aj Bus driver remarked that "They are firing Rockets 
early this morning" and I remarked "That it was not a Rocket".
